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Guiding Light 
Getting to Know Ned's Point 
By Nancy MacKenzie 

Bert and Betty Theriault have been working dili- 
gently for close to two decades to ensure that the history 
of Ned's Point Lighthouse stays alive. 

Mattapoisett residents and members of the U.S. 
Coast Guard Auxiliary this couple helped Flotilla 67 of 
the Auxiliary adopt the lighthouse, allowing them access 
to the property to run tours and conduct basic mainte- 
nance. 

The historic Ned's Point Lighthouse, located on 
Ned's Point Road at the mouth of the Mattapoisett Har- 
bor, was originally constructed in 1837 to guide whaling 
vessels into the harbor. During the early to mid-1800s, 
whaling and shipbuilding were primary industries in the 
region, explained Mr. Theriault. 

A retired English professor, Mr. Theriault and his 
wife, who is a former librarian, became interested in the 
lighthouse after years of involvement in the Coast Guard 
Auxiliary. Both were active in teaching boating and water 
safety courses out of Marion. This involvement, coupled 
with a strong interest in the history of the area, eventu- 
ally lead to the adoption of Ned's Point Lighthouse by the 
Auxiliary.

Some key features of the lighthouse tour, conduct- 
ed by various members of the Auxiliary, include climb- 
ing the original pink granite stairs. The granite was used 
widely in town during the mid 1800s, Ms. Theriault said, 
explaining that the quarry was located on the north side 
of Mattapoisett Neck Road. 

Also of interest is the history of the keeper's 
house that was attached to the lighthouse throughout the 
19th century and into the early 20th. Originally a stone 
house, the coast guard replaced the unsound structure 
with a wooden framed house in 1888. According to docu- 
ments from the Mattapoisett Historical Society and a 
chronicle compiled by the Theriaults, when the lighthouse 
became automated in 1923, the wooden frame house 
was floated on a barge across Buzzards Bay to be used at 
Wing's Neck Light Station in Pocasset. Captain Russell 
Eastman, the last keeper of the Ned's Point Lighthouse,

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drews, and Town Administrator Michael Botelho. Present 
from Marion were Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, Selectman 
Jonathan Henry, and Selectman Roger Blanchette. Present 
from Rochester were Selectman Bradford Morse, Select- 
man Richard Nunes, Selectman Dan McGaffey, and Town 
Administrator James Huntoon. 

After Mr. Collyer first introduced and welcomed 
newly-elected Selectman Roger Blanchette from Marion 
and Dan McGaffey from Rochester, the boards met with 
Reg Foster of the Old Rochester Regional Community 
Television (ORCTV) Board of Directors to discuss the sta- 
tus of contract negotiations with Verizon as a second cable 
television provider in the tri-towns. 

"Verizon, as we all are probably aware, along

with the other big telephone companies, has announced 
their intention to compete ... with other cable providers," 
Mr. Foster said. "Around the beginning of the year, we 
began noticing Verizon trucks around Marion stringing 
up fiber optic cable. We then received a press release from 
Verizon saying they were interested in an expedited cable 
license." 

Mr. Foster said they have been negotiating with 
Verizon to work out an identical contract agreement be- 
tween the three towns and the existing Comcast provider. 

"In general, we think this is a good idea because 
competition will help keep prices down ... and provide us 
with additional funding for (Public, Education and Gov- 
ernment) Access programming," Mr. Foster said. 

One caveat in this endeavor, however, according 
to Mr. Foster, is the recent passage of House Bill HR5252 
which would allow for a national franchise operation to 
supercede local franchising (i.e. Comcast, Verizon). This 
legislation, along with S2686 in the Senate which passed 
on June 28, could jeopardize continued funding for PEG 
Access, reducing the tri-towns' current 4.5 percent alloca-

tion to just 1 percent annually. 

"If we can get this license approved with light 
speed, we might be able to be grandfathered," Mr. Foster 
said. "That means the existing contract with Comcast 
would be good for 10 years ... and Verizon is asking for a 
15-year contract." 

Mr. Foster presented the three boards with a draft 
copy of the contract they've been negotiating with Verizon 
and asked for each board to sign on behalf of their town. 

"Our desire is to get this out by (July 3), the lat- 
est," Mr. Foster said. "And then schedule a hearing with 
Verizon on July 27." 

Mr. Foster noted among the benefits of the agree- 
ment between the tri-towns and Verizon would be the 
provision to wire the Town of Rochester for the iNet, 
which would allow for live cablecasting as now available 
in both Mattapoisett and Marion. 

Other newly-proposed benefits which Verizon is 
offering which differ from Comcast's current agreement 
include up to 20 hours of PEG Access programming avail- 
able "on demand," meaning local residents could access 
archived meetings or events anytime; the PEG Access list- 
ing to be included on the provider's on-screen program 
guide; and free Internet access to all public buildings. 

With that, each respective Board of Selectmen 
voted to sign and approve the contract with Verizon for 
cable services on behalf of their town, with Selectman Ray 
Andrews abstaining due to his position on the ORCTV

Mr. Foster noted the next step in this process 
would likely be a public hearing with representatives of 
Verizon on or around July 17. This would be an opportu- 
nity for the towns and the public to offer input into the 
planned cable service expansion. 

In other matters, Selectman Collyer noted the 
MET tower at ORR High School is now up and running 
and it will continue to collect data for the next 12 to 14 
months to determine the feasibility of constructing a wind 
tower and turbine at the site. 

Selectman Henry also suggested the idea of re- 
searching regional purchasing for the three towns, which 
had previously been delegated to the Town Administra- 
tors, be put on hold for the time being until Marion was 
able to find a full-time Town Administrator in the wake of 
Jack Dolan's recent resignation.

Attack Cat 

My one year old cat stalks me as I walk around the house and fre- 
quently attacks my ankles. He doesn't try to hurt me but how 
can I get him to stop this behavior? 

If your cat is an exclusively indoor pet, he may be exhibiting normal 
hunting behavior. Cats are natural predators and your cat is simply acting 
instinctively. Make a toy out of a ball of aluminum foil on a string tied to 
a stick. Try to get the cat to focus on hunting something other than your 
ankles. 

I have dragged a string on the floor that he will stalk but it doesn't 
seem to lessen the ankle attacks. Any other suggestions? 
First, I'd avoid letting your cat play with a simple piece of string. If he 
plays with string when you are not present and swallows some, it may 
require intestinal surgery to remove it. 

If your cat requires more play time than you can provide, consider adopt- 
ing a kitten. There is no guarantee that they will get along but since your 
cat is still young he will probably gladly accept a new playmate. Cause 
for Paws in Mattapoisett and Champs Shelter in Wareham as well as the 
Animal Rescue Leauge in New Bedford have many kittens available for 
adoption at this time of year.

Man of Steel

Superman Returns. Starring Brandon 
Routh, Kate Bosworth and Kevin Spacey. 
Directed by Bryan Singer. Running time : 
154 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Consider the poor ubermensch — always alone, 
cut off forever from his roots, forced to disguise 
himself as a dweeb who has no personal life. In keeping with the recent 
string of morose films about the trials and tribulations of being a superhero, 
Superman Returns gives us a Superman (Brandon Routh) who comes back 
to Earth after five years and finds the old global problems are far worse, 
his old girlfriend Lois Lane (Kate Bosworth) has had a son with her new 
fiance (James Marsden), and his old nemesis Lex Luthor (Kevin Spacey) 
is out of jail and plotting to create his own continent at the expense of 
billions of lives. 

Whew! Not too much pressure. One wouldn't blame Superman too 
much if he decided to turn around and fly back into space. But the words 
of his long-dead father Jor-El (Marlon Brando, resurrected via computer) 
echo in his mind: "They can be a great people, Kal-El; they wish to be. 
They only lack the light to show the way. For this reason above all — their 
capacity for good — I have sent them you, my only son." The true heart of 
this Superman movie is not that humankind should be inspired by Super- 
man; it's that Superman is inspired by the non-superheroic but brave and 
selfless humans he lives among. Lois tells Superman "We don't need a 
savior," and the movie backs that up by reminding us of our capacity for 
good. 

Beyond that, Superman Returns is a cracking good adventure, though 
sometimes too leisurely and not without stress cracks: There's only so 
much radical stuff you can do with a movie rumored to cost north of 
$200 million. Kevin Spacey plays Luthor with his usual hooded suavity, 
and it's a relief to see him being a snake again after a long run of Oscar- 
chasing. But Luthor's plan barely makes sense, and he scarcely gets any 
screen time opposite Superman. Director Bryan Singer, whose two X-Men 
films raised the bar for superhero movies, avoids some obvious narrative 
beats but lingers over others, such as a sequence of a grievously wounded 
Superman in the hospital. The script seems patched together, and I can't 
be alone in thinking they should've saved Lois' kid for the sequel. 




When it comes down to pop apocalypse, the movie delivers. The 
plane-rescue sequence is already deservedly famous, giving you a physi- 
cal sense of the impossible — it's a mini-classic. Superman Returns is 
not structured as a clothesline of disconnected computer-assisted thrills, 
and that's a surprise; the movie is uncommonly becalmed, reflective. The 
action is staged beautifully; it's kinetically dazzling. But there's very little 
threat underneath it all — you know Superman won't fail or die. At least 
in the original 1978 Superman, Lois Lane actually died (even if only 
temporarily), giving the hero an ugly reality slap — even he couldn't be 
everywhere at once and save everyone. 

I liked and enjoyed Superman Returns, though I wish I were as 
sold on it as some critics who seem to be clinging to it as this summer's 
savior after a long string of bummers. It doesn't redeem the cinematic 
sins of Mission Impossible III or X-Men 3; it's merely good, not great, 
and the only risk it takes is financial (at this writing I haven't seen the 
opening- week box-office numbers). Brandon Routh is solid and genuine 
if a little plastic — he seems to have been cast solely for his resemblance 
to Christopher Reeve, and he doesn't have Reeve's mixture of authority 
and wry self-amusement. Kate Bosworth doesn't ring any bells as Lois; if 
Singer wanted to cast closer to the original, he should've gone with Parker 
Posey, who is mostly thrown away as Luthor's ditzy, Pomeranian-toting 
moll Kitty. A $200 million summer blockbuster with Parker Posey in a 
small supporting role is good; a $200 million summer blockbuster with 
Parker Posey grabbing significant screen time and getting to canoodle 
with Superman would've been magic.
